2. Claims 27 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tan '250, of record in view of Covell '770. 

Tan teaches a carrying device as an integral part of luggage and an integral 
weight determining device as an integral part of the luggage. Note that member 14 has 
level lines and may use colors as well to indicate weight. In the event that the 
applicants do not consider the strap 3 to be integral with the luggage to have made it so 
in the well known manner of packs and shoulder strap would have been obvious in view 
of Covell. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 3/1 9/07 with regard to calim 27 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Contrary to applicant's arguments the device 10 
of Tan is indeed integrated into the lifting element defined by 3 since it forms an anchor 
point to the bag for the strap. Being attached to the strap and forming an attachment 
point to the bag therefore integrates it with the strap It performs part of the lifting or 
supporting function along with the rest of the strap. 

4. Claims 1-15, 19-24, 26, 28 and 29 are allowed while claims 16-18, 25 and 30 
have been canceled.
